1 . The Amendment After Final submitted on January 7, 2003 will not be entered for 
the reasons given in the summary page of the Advisory Action. Specifically, Applicant's 
have added independent claim 30 that raises the new issue of a suds booster 
comprising a polymeric suds stabilizer that would require further consideration and/or 
search. Also, dependent claims 31 -35 raise the new issue of the amount of amylase 
enzyme present in the composition that would require a further search. Furthermore, 
applicants have not provided any additional data to overcome the rejection of record as 
recited in paper no. 7, dated 1 1/20/02.
